Tonight school spirit will reign 
king and cheers will soar above 
the oil derricks as the age old ri¬ 
valry between Tyler and Kilgore is 
renewed. The re-conditioned 
Apaches tangle with the confer¬ 
ence-leading Kilgore Rangers with 
high hope of shattering the unde¬ 
feated loop record of “Flanakin’s 
Ranks.” 

Coach Floyd Wagstaff’s Red- 
men, only recently recovered from 
the effects of an epidemic of in¬ 
juries and mishaps, will go into 
the game with a conference slate 
of one wine, one tie, and one loss. 

The Rangers, directed by Coach 
Jasper Flanakin, were pre-season 
rated by sportswriters and sports- 
casters as “the team most likely to 
finish in the cellar.” But from 
present standings, both were 
wrong. 

Since the opening of conference 
play, the Rangers have downed 
three consecutive Longhorn oppo¬ 
nents to grab a comfortable lead 
in loop standings. 

Kilgore’s Del Mar conquest last 
week practically assured the Ran¬ 
gers of at least a tie for the con¬ 
ference championship. Should Ty¬ 
ler emerge with a victory over the 
Rangers tonight, it would give 
. Wharton a considerable chance for 
s a piece of the conference diadem. 

The Apaches will redeem serv¬ 
ices of all injured players for the 
Kilgore clash, with the exception 
of Wayne Peterson, a freshman 
halfback out for the remainder of 
the season, with a broken hand. 

Back in Tyler ranks after only 
slight action in past non-confer¬ 
ence tilts, will be quarterback Bub 
Harris, who was confined to the 
sidelines midway of the season 
with a couple of broken ribs, and 
Tylerite Mickey Koonce, punting 
and kick-off specialist, who was 
benched earlier with a sprained 
ankle. 

Kilgore, depending upon a twist¬ 
ing ground attack, will go into bat¬ 
tle as conference rushing leaders. 
The Rangers, in eight games, have 
ground out a total of 2810 yards 
by the rushing route for an aver¬ 
age of 351 yards per game.

Ofd Rivalry Flares Tonight 


The rivalry between TJC and 
Kilgore began back in 1947 when 
Tyler eked out a 7 to 6 victory 
over Kilgore to win the Southwest 
Junior Conference crown. 

The next two years Kilgore 
came back with 13 to 6 and 14 to 
7 wins to take the conference 
crown. 

In 1950 the Apaches gave the 
Rangers a 14 to 6 licking. This 
started a winning streak over Kil¬ 
gore that the Apaches have not 
relinquished. 

But in 1951 the Apaches ran up 
a one-sided score of 26 to 6 over 
the Rangers at Rose Stadium. This 
was the year the Apaches went to 
California to play in the Little 
Rose Bowl. Even the Kilgore Ran¬ 
gers stand in their way. 

In 1952 the Apaches, playing on 
the Rangers’ field, gave the Ran¬ 
gers a 46 to 13 beating. 

Last year the Kilgore Rangers 
came to Tyler all fired up to beat 
the Apaches, but the Apaches were 
fired up a lot more and gave 
them a 39 to 0 stomping. 

This year the Apaches will play 
in Ranger territory again. They 
will take the field as the under¬ 
dogs as shown by the scores of 
games in which both the Apaches 
and the Rangers have played the 
same teams.

it’s Acker,” the players have been 
heard to say. 

The slim, affable manager 
known simply to the players as 
“Acker”, does everything he can 
for the TJC football team—from 
mending shoulder straps and tap¬ 
ing ankles to comforting players 
when their luck is riding with a 
jinx. 

Acker’s job is actually many 
times more important than an 
ordinary fan imagines. Without 
his careful observance and watch¬ 
ful eye for faulty equipment, many 
players could become the victim 
of injuries and mishaps on the 
playing field.

Openings Announced 
In Marine Corps OSC 


Openings in the Marine Corps 
Officer Candidate program have 
just been announced. 

Captain Jack Erwin of the U. S. 
Marine Corps will visit Tyler Jun¬ 
ior College today to interview TJC 


students for openings in the Ma¬ 
rine Corps Officer Candidate pro¬ 
gram. 

Undergraduates are eligible for 
the Platoon Leaders Class. Age 
requirements are 17 years of age 
ahd less than 26 July 1 of the 
year in which the degree is con¬ 
ferred. 

Enrollment in the Platoon Lead¬ 
ers Class gives the graduate a 
1-D draft status, thus enabling 
him to complete his education pri¬ 
or to active duty. 

Members of the Platoon Lead¬ 
ers Class attend two six-week 
training periods at Quantico, Va. 


After completion of their summer 
training periods and upon receiv¬ 
ing their degrees, the undergrad¬ 
uates are then commissioned as 
Second Lieutenants in the U. S. 
Marine Corps Reserve. 

They attend a five-months spe¬ 
cialized officer training program 
at Quantico, Va., after they have 
received their commissions. A 
three-year tour of active duty is 
required of all newly commis¬ 
sioned officers. 

For detailed information con¬ 
cerning the program, interested 
students may contact Captain Er¬ 
win during his visit to TJC or 
write to his office, Room 518, 
Terminal Annex Building, Dallas.
